Washington, D. C., May 20.—[Special.}]— 
All previous. records of the number of im- 
migrants arriving in the United States will 
be broken this year if there is no falling off 
in the flood of newcomers seeking homes 
here. The large number of immigrants is 
due directly to the prosperous condition of

During the ten months of the current fiscal 
year up to April 30, 1908, the number of im- 
migrants was 620,710, as against 648,743 for 
the entire previous year. During last April 
the newcomers numbered 126,286, as against 
95,607, or an increase of 30,679 over the same 
period last year. The average number of 
arrivals for ten months this fiscal year was 
62,071, but during the recent months the 
actual number of arrivals has been double 
the average. If this enormous influx, con- 
tinues the immigrant officials say the number 
for the year will be at least 850,000, and if 
there is a reasonable increase the total for 
the year may be close to 1,000,000. ;

BIG CLOTHING HOUSE FIRE 


WHOLESALE BLOCK DESTROYED 
WITH LOSS OF $260,000, 


| Wiames Spread Quickly Up Elevator 


Shaft and Are Bursting from Win- 
dows of Six Story Structure When 
Department Arrives—High Wind 
Carries Sparks and Other Property 
Is Damaged—Chief Musham Orders 
men Back to Places of Safety. 


Fire, which spread so quickly last night 
that a big wholesale building was in flames 
almost before the fire department arrived, 
practically destroyed the six story structure 
at 288-246 Jackson boulevard. 

The building was occupied by Strouss, 
Bisendrath & Co., shirt waist makers, and 
the total damage by the fire was placed at 
$260,000. 

Two speciel calls for engines followed a 


} 4-11” alarm, and the rattle and clang of 


the apparatus rushing through the streets, 
with the flames lighting up the downtown dis- 
trict, attracted thousands of people to the 
scene. 
Fear Safety of Entire Bloch 

For awhile it was thought thet the entire 
block between Franklin and Market streets 
would be consumed because of the strong 


wind which was blowing. The heroic work | 


of the fire department saved B. Kuppen- 
heimer’s block and prevented the spread of 
the fire to the east side of Franklin street. 
On account of the flimsy construction of 
the burning building, Chief Musham or- 
dered his men not to work in front of the 


structure. When the order was first given. . 


the men surmised that the danger was immi- 
nent, and there was a quick scramble for 
places of safety. 

Stock Consumed by Flames. 

The entire six floors of the Strauss build- 
ing were filed with the stock of shirt waists 
and ladies’ garments, all of which were de- 
stroyed. Streams of water directed against 
the burning building broke some of the win- 


dos of the building at 248 Jackson boule- 


vard, damaging the stocks of the Columbia 
Knitting Mille company, the Wurtzburger 
Bros, Underwear company, the John Miller 
Clothing company, and Rothschild & Co., 
occupying the six floors of the building. 
The Fitagerald Trunk company and the 
Kuppenheimer Clothing company, occupying 
the building at 236 Jackson boulevard, sus- 
tained a slight damege from smoke and 
water, but, protected by the fire walls be- 
tween the bulldings, escaped heavy losses. 


Distribution of the Losses. 

The burned building was owned by the Mc- 
Nell estate and was valued at $100,000. The 
loss sustained by Strouss, Eisendrath & Co. 
was estimated by a member of the firm at 
$100,000. The Miller oompany damage was 
placed at $30,000, and other concerns suffered 
losses which cannot be computed until to- 
day. Much of the damage is covered by in-

Infant Mortality So Alarming 

in Last Few Days Health 
Office Igsnes Warn- 
ing to Public. 


SUFFERING IN GHETTO. 


Poor People in District Unable 
to Keep Fluid Fresh Under 


Day System,

In the hot days of summer, which are be- 
ginning, an inferior grade of milk and dim 
culty in keeping the supply fresh, because 
of the single delivery a day, are combining 
to cause much distress in the poor districts 
of the city, and children are suffering because 
of the poor quality of the food on which they 
must depend. 

Deaths of little children during the first 
three days of this week, not only in the 
Ghetto but in many other sections of the 
city, show so alarming an increase that 
Health Commissioner Reynolds yesterday 
hurried out a warning to the public to watch 
the milk supply. \ 7 

Sour milk is declared to be the cause of the 
increase in mortality in children under 5 
years old. The deaths at this age in the last 
three days numbered 113, while for the first 
three days of last week they were only 90. 

Parents should most carefully watch the 
milk which “is fed to their children,” Dr. 
Reynolds said. “It rests with the father 


and mother to see that the milk is fresh and 
sweet.“ 


One Mother Talks of It. 
Mothers of small children in every part of 
the city are indignant at the way the one 
delivery a day system works since warm 
weather set in. 
I sat up two hours-trom 8 to T o'clock. 
this morning—holding a hungry baby. 
Finally a milk wagon, on its one round, came 
in sight, and I waved to the driver, holding 
my baby up in plain view. He was won into 
checking up his horse and letting me have 
some, milk, 
Now, if I, with an ice box in the house, 
am unable to keep fresh, pure milk on hand 
at all hours for the baby's use, what must 
be the condition of people who have no re- 
frigerator or other mens of keeping milk 
ago! in their houses? » 

‘I am willing to go with a committee of 
mothers to call on President Young of the 
teamsters’ union and lay before him the 
cruelty that arises from the new system on 


Must Have Fresh Milk. 

Physicians express themselves 
concerned for the health of the —.— 
if the milk dealers cannot be induced to de- 
liver more than once a day. They say that 
epidemics among infants may be looked for 
during the hot season unless special precau- 
tions are taken to keep the milk supply fresh. 
o during 

e summer would be absolut essential to 
the general health of the thousands of chil- 
dren in Chicago,” said Dr. Sarah Hackett 
Stevenson. “Under ideal conditions the 
child should be given milk half an hour after 
milking. That, of course, cannot be done 
in the city, and the milk is old enough when 
it gets here, at the best. There is no proper 
preservative which can be put into the milk, 
and so it is plain that fresh milk must be 
supplied oftener than once in twenty-four 
hours.” 


Much Sickness Will Follow. 
Dr. Julia Ross Low, who is interesting her- 

self pe ally in the matter,said: — 
“How to get fresh milk for thea children 
during the summer is the problem of thou- 
sands of Chicago Households today. All 
mothers realize that unless they can get milk 
,oftener than at present there is going to be 


many deaths in the hottest weather. The 
question should be agitated until the milk 
dealers grant the concession asked by the 
board of health.“ 

Dr. A. M. Hall said: The outlook is se- 
rious for the little ones unless something is 
done, and quickly, too. Hot weather is com- 
ing on and in the poorer quarters of the city 
where ice will be at a premium the milk will 
be unfit for use within a few hours after de- 
livery. With only one delivery a day the best 
refrigerating process can scarcely keep the 
milk as fresh as it should be kept for chil- 
dren. The dealers should be brought to 
terms with the health department without 
delay.“ 

_ Unable to Keep Milk Fresh. 

During the last few days it has been impos- 
sible to keep the milk fresh in the humble 
dwellings occupied by the Jews and others in 
the Ghette district. Few of these people are 
able to buy ice, and the single delivery a 
| day fias caused much complaint, especially 
in families where there are many small chil- 
dren. Some who are fortunate enough to 
live within reach of the small grocery shops 
where milk is sold can secure an additional 
supply. 

In crowdef houses, where there are no ice 
boxes, and where the expedient of leaving 
the milk on a window sill will no longer keep 
the fluid from becoming sour, various other 
measures have been adopted: The bottles 
or cans are allowed to stand in sinks filled 
with water, are wrapped in wet cloths, or 
are kept in larger receptacles filled with luke- 
warm water. 

In many families condemned eight gallon 
milk cans are the only refrigerator that can 
be afforded. One was found yesterday in the 
‘gink of a family consisting of a man and his 
wife and six children. Kitchen, dining room, 
and cigar factory were all contained in one 
room, and there the supply of milk for the 
children was kept. 

It is part of the Jewish religion to be 
particular in having their food fresh. 80 
pronounced is this trait that they will fre- 
quently refuse to buy fish unless it is alive. 
They are fastidious regarding milk. butter, 
and eggs, and the single delivery a day has 
caused them to make many complaints 
against milk dealers. 


Much Skimmed Milk Sold. 
The inferior character of the milk fur- 
nished in the Jewish quarter is also arous- 
ing the indignation of the people.

New York, May 20.—[{Special.}]—Washing- 
ton N. Seligman, head of the firm of Wash 
ington N., Seligman & Co., 52 Broadway, 
and member of the stock exchange, cut his 
throat slightly in his room at the Rossmore 
hotel tonight. At first an effort was made to 
give the impression that Seligman accident- 
ally cut himself while shaving, but later De- 
tective Armstrong of the tenderloin station 
went to Roosevelt hospital, where Seligman 
had been taken as a prisoner on a charge 
of attempted suicide, and got a statement 
from him. 
Admits Attempted Suicide. 

Seligman said, according to the detective: 
“I did try ‘to kill myself. My old stomach 
trouble, from which I have suffered for 
twenty years, came back on me worse than 
ever, and that, coupled with reverses in Wall 
street, led me to try to take my life.” 

The reasons he gives are not thought to be 
the true ones, and are not borne out by a 
young woman with whom he had quarreled 


only a short time before. 


Seligman used the small blade of a safety 
razor and cut himself on the left side of the 
meck, under the ear. The doctors say that 
while the wound bled profusely ft is slight, 
and Seligman should be able to leave the 
hospital in three days.“ 

Seligman was found in his room, one ofa 
suite of three, two bedrooms with a sitting 
room between. 

Miss Anita Sutherland, who is registered 
as occupying one of the rooms, aroused the 
hotel by screaming, Help! Help!’ Clerks 
and lodgers rushed to the room and found 
Seligman lying on the bed face downward, 
semi-conscigus. Only a short time before 
Mies Sutherland and Seligman had returned 
from dinner at the Hotel Metropole. Dr 


Augustus Maloney, the hotel physician, was 


called, and Selman asked him to send for 
the family doctor. Im the meantime Police- 
man Heuck was told by some one of the at- 
tempted suicide,/so he called for an am- 
bulance and sent Seligman to Roosevelt hos- 
pital under arrest. 


Version of Miss Sutherland. 

Dr. Maloney said Mise Sutherland had told 
him that she and Seligman had had a ttle 
tiff after dinner and that he went to his room. 
Then she heard a noise and asked him what 
was the matter. , 

“I am going to cut,myself,” he is said to 
have replied. Miss therland paid no at- 
tention to this, she told Dr. Maloney, because 
he had made similar threats before. A few 
minutes later she heard him fall to the bed. 
She found him bleeding from the cut on the 


Capt. O'Connor of the Tenderloin station 
questioned Mise Sutherland. She told him 
that Seligman had started to shave and was 


man cut his throat intentionally. 


Poison Story Also Current. 

There also is a story that Seligman had 
taken poison. Dr. Myers, Seligman’s doc- 
tor, said he had been in the habit of taking 
a dilute of hydrochloric acid after meals for 
his attacks of indigestion. 

Robert Nathan, a brother-in-law of Selig- 
man, called at the hospital about midnight 
and said he knew of no reason why Seligman 
should try to kill himself. 

Miss Sutherland, who was hear when Selig- 
man cut himself, took boxing lessons in 1901 
and that summer knocked out Mrs. Annette 
M. Brown at Bath Beach hotel. Miss Suth- 
erland said that Mrs. Brown had written 
her a letter in which was a slighting refer- 
ence to Seligman. Later Mrs. Brown alleged 
that Seligman had struck her the day after 
Miss Sutherland knocked her out. She sued 
Seligman and got a. verdict of $2,000, but it 
was reversed on appeal. 


Previous Attempt Alleged: 

In 1887, when Seligman was stopping at a 
hotel in St. Augustine, Fla., a pistol shot 
was heard and a bullet was found in the ceil-_ 
ing of his room. There were rumors that he 
had attempted suicide, but he said he was 
cleaning the revolver when it exploded. 

Mr. Seligman is the son of James Selig- 
man, the head of the banking house of J. and 
W. Seligman & Co., but is not connected 
with the firm. .

Says Over 170 Gallons a Day Is 


in Chicago. 


A water famine is causing suffering in the 
district extending from Fortieth to Sixty- 
fifth street and from State street to the lake. 
| Residents of third floor flats find that little 
‘water drips from the faucets during the day, 
and complaints are pouring in at the city 
hall. City Engineer Ericson asserts that the 
trouble is due to the waste of water by users. 

This condition is likely to continue during 
the summer months,“ he said frankly. “ Of 
the water pamped there is a waste or leak- 
age of from 75 to 8 cent. Of that amount 
of water no one the least use. It is 
wholly wasted. The sole remedy is to en- 
force the ordinances as to the hours for 
sprinkling lawns and to install the meter 
system throughout: Chicago. 

“I don’t believe the lack of water is due 
to waste, said Hugh C. Ross, 5824 Prairie 
avenue. “I don’t believe the pumping sta- 
‘tions are being used to the best advantage— 
employés are loafing and not keeping the 
engines and pumps running properly, or the 
city is afraid of using coal. It must be one or 
the other. I complained at the city hall a 
week ago and was told that there was a 
break in the mains. Three days later the 
excuse was that a pump had broken at the 
Sixty-eighth street station. Last Monday it 
was asserted that everything would be all 
right on Tuesday. But it continues just the 
same—no water 8 a. m. and 5 p. m.“

6 cents a quart. Many of the dealers, and 
wagohs whose driven go about with hand 
bells, sell nothing but skim milk, charging 
the people 5 cents a quart. There would be 
no objection to this milk were it not sold 
for the genuine article. In many of the 
grocery shops cans of skimmed milk are 
tagged, so that the dealen cannot be pros- 
ecuted by the health department, but the 
tag is kept out of sight when customers ap- 
pear, and the people are cheated into pur- 
chasing milk that ig not fit for use.” 

H. Dick, president of, the Jewish Milk 
Dealers’ association, which has a member- 
ship of forty-eight, said: 
The people here will have to become 
accustomed to the single delivery a day. 
If they are careful, they can keep the milk 
fresh. I sell to forty grocers, and the milk 
they get is up to the standard. The small 
wagon trade is the cause of much complaint, 
for the milk sold by that class of dealers is 
apt to be inferior in quality.” 

Offers to Give List of Offenders. 

At a meeing of the directors of the milk 
drivers’ union yesterday it was suggested

that Health Commissioner Reynolds be noti- 


fied that the officers would furnish him the 
addresses of several hundred dealers who 
were unloading skimmed milk on the public. 

“The health commissioner inspects the 
milk taken from the wagons of reputable 


dealers, said F. G. Highland, “but his } 


agents do not see the milk that is sold for 
any price by the small grocers in the Ghetto 
and other crowded parts of the city. When 
a dealer offers to sell milk for less than 6 
cents a quart his place should be visited by 
an inspector.” 
Union Insists on One Delivery. 

The union is more than ever determined 
that it will not make more than one delivery a 
day. Said Business Agent Stephen Sumner: 

The milk drivers will never again make 
two deliveries a day, and the sooner house- 
wives learn this the better it will be for 
them. The extra five hours a day we have 
been compelled to work in the past has deen 
mainly the result of fears on the part of 
many people, not that the milk would spoil, 
but that they would run out of The 
drivers have had a taste of the ten hour day, 
and nothing but a Gatling gun will make 
them consent to two deliveries.”’ 


Same Milk in Double Delivery. 

Mr. Sumner contends that with two deliv- 
eries a day patrons receive on the second 
trip the same milk that had been taken out 
in the morning and which had not been un- 
loaded trom the wagons. 

“If people imagine they are getting 
milk on the second trip they are deceived,”’ 
eaid Mr. Sumner. It would be impossible 
to deliver fresh milk in the afternoon, for it 
ig necessary to cool k for at least twelve 
hours to destroy the animal matter and pre- 
vent it from souring. Isn't it better for pee- 
ple to keep the milk in their own houses than 
to take it from a wagon, where it has been 
traveling around in the sun for several 
hours? If patrons use ordinary precautions 
and the milk is all right when t comes to 
them they can keep it without ice for twenty- 
four hours. 

Let the people wrap a piece of paper 


‘round their milk bottles In the morning,” 


advised Mr, Highland of the milk drivers’ 
union, It the milk is in good cdéndition 
when they receive it—and if it is not they 


Should change their dealer—it will keep sweet 


without ice.“ 
Charges Use of Preservative. 

The charge is made by Mrs. Charles D. 
Bradley of Rogers, Park that dealers evade 
the law fofMidding“ the use of any preserva- 
tive in milk. . 

“I am informed by a dealer in Rogers 
Park,” said she, that he has been ap- 


proached several times by an agent who has 


offered to supply him with a harmless‘ pre- 
servative. I think the health department 
cannot be too careful in investigating this 
phage of the milk situation.” 

J. F. Ure is the Rogers Park dealer who 
refused to avaii himself of an opportunity to 
secure a supply of the preservative. ° 

“Twice within the last two weeks, he 
said, ‘a man has called at my place of busi- 
ness and attempted to interest mein a chem- 
ical warranted to be harmless, and which 
could not be detected when used as a pre- 
servative for milk. I told him I never had 
occasion to use anything of that sort, and he 
left after saying that I probably would want 


to patronize him when the weather became 


a little warmer.“ 


Rusty Cans Contaminate Milk. . 


A couse contributing to the deterioration 
of the milk supply has been discovered by 
Chief Inspector T. F. Grady. He says 10 per 
cent of the cans in which milk is shipped to 
Chicago from farms are rusty and so dirty 
as to contaminate the milk. 

“JT have devised a red label, which is to 


be pasted tightly on every rusty milk can | 


coming into Chicago, said Mr. Grady. The 
can will go back to the farmer and his name 
retained. If that can ever comes back, it 
will be smashed and the milk in it poured 
out, as well as any other milk that farmer 
sends in.“ 3

“PEACE WITH CITY 


Chicago City Railway to Ask 
Immediate Settlement 


| BEADY TO IMPROVE LINES 


Committee Will Meet Today and 
Receive Letter Requesting 
Speedy Reply. 


An immediate settlement of it» franchise 


the Chicago City railway in the letter it will 
send to the council committee on local trans- 
portation today. The letter will also set 
forth the more important matters in con- 
troversy between the city and the company— 
notably the claims under the ninety-nine 
year act.and the form in which compensation 
to the city for franchisee renewals shall take 
and ask for a statement as to the-city’s po- 
sition as to them. 

In the line of hastening the work of nego- 
tiati it will be suggested the committee 
appoint a subcommittee, which shall putin 
form the city’s position as to these things. 

The committee will meet at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon, and then the letter will be sent to 
it. It will set forth the desire of the com- 
pany for a getting together at once on 
some plan of negotiations which may result 
in a settlement of the traction question so 
far, at least, as the Chicago City railway is 
concerned, 

While not asking for undue haste, the letter 
will set forth that othér interests than those 
of the company are involved in as speedy a 
settlement as poseible; that the public which 
it serves has something to say about the 
matter, It will insist that the importance of 
time should not be underestimated, as the 
improvement in service which the patrons 
demand hangs on a complete change in the 
physical condition of the system, and under 
present industrial conditions it is necessary 
to let contracts for pow houses, the 
changes from cable to electric power, and 
similar matters at the earliest moment in 
order to insure the completion of the work 
with the least delay possible. 


Peace Proposals of Company. 
As to the matters in controversy when the 


last negotiations were broken off, the let- | 


ter will suggest that, while the form of get- 
ting at a settlement then employed was 
valuable in bringing out the views of the 
parties in interest, yet the ground had then 
been pretty well thrashed over, and in the 
line of expedition it might be well to have 
the ‘committee appoint a subcommittee 


which. with the aid of the city’s special at- 


torneys, might put into concrete form the 
city’s position as to these things. 

For instance, the company claims valua- 
bie rights under the ninety-nine year act. 
It understands the position of the commit- 
tee is that these rights must be wafved as 
part consideration of the granting of a new 
ordinance, This so, it would seem 
proper the committee should say what form 
it expects this waiver to take and how it is 
to be accomplished. 


\ Question of Compensation. 

So also it is understood the company must 
pay to the city proper compensation for the 
franchises it asks. There is, however, a con- 
troversy, not between the city and the com- 
pany, but between citizens, as to what form 
this compensation shall take. Various forms 
have been urged, notably as to whether it 
shall be a direct payment of money to the 
city, an agreement on the part of the com- 
pany to pave all the streets on which it oper- 
ates lines, and so on. The company will urge 
that the committee announce the position of 
the city as to these things. 

The letter will then discuss the improve- 
mments which the company is expected to 
make in its service. It would help matters 
along, in the estimation of the company, if 
whatthe city wanted were clearly stated, and 
the letter will suggest it might be well to 
bring it out. It is not understood that the 
subcommittee will be asked directly to draw 
up an ordinance, but the inference could be 
drawn that it would prove a great help in 
hastening negotiations. .

Chief O' Neill's order to close at midnight 
was issued during the afternoon. It applied 
to all resorts located in the territory between 
Sixteenth and Twenty-third streets, and 
from the east side of State street to the lake. 


Dance Hall Ignores Order. 

The only place which openly violated this 
order was Freiberg’s dance hall in Twenty- 
second street, between Wabash and State. 
Although Dineen’s saloon at State and Twen- 
ty-second streets was closed, Freiberg's was 
crowded continuously after midnight with 
a motley crowd of men and women. 

There was no inclination to observe the 
order to stop the music at midnight. Waltzes 
and two steps alternated and the floor was 
packed with hilarious couples. At the tables 
surrounding the dance floor liquor was 
served. Many of the women smoked cigarets, 
and, cocking their feet on the tables, sang 
maudlin ditties to the health of the police 
and the midnight closing order. 

Over in State street the resorts along the 
west side of the thoroughfare were in full 
swing. Wing's was crowded with revelers, 
whose automobiles flanked two sides of the 
pavement outside.

TEN THOUSAND BOOKS PRINTED 
BY UNITED STATES DESTROYED. 
Dr. Walter Kempster of Milwaukee, 
Sent by the American Gevern- 
ment as Special Commissioner to 
Investigate the Condition of the 
Russian Jews, Asserts That the En- 
tire Edition of the Report Was Sup- 
pressed After It Had Been Printed, 


— 


Milwaukee, Wis., May 20—Dr. Walter 
Kempster made the startling statement to- 
day that a report which he made as a com- 
missioner of the United States government 
appointed to investigate the condition of the 
Jews in Ruesia at the time of the last exodus, 
ir 1891, and ordered printed by the congress 
of the United States, was suppressed and all 
of the government edition made way with and 
destroyed by Russian representatives in 
Washington. 

He said that he had received letters from 
United States senators and congressmen and 
officials of the government asking him where 
they could obtain copies of the report, but 
neither he nor they were ever able to fathom 
what became of the government edition. 


Entire Edition Disappears. 

“The government ordered 10 000 copies 
printed, and I ordered 100 for private use,” 
said Dr. Kempster. “I received my 100 
copies, but the government edition disap- 
peared and no one to this day seems to be 
able to tell what became ot it. I learned after 
the report was issued that it was substantial 
ly cabled to St. Petersburg as it had been 
printed in this country.” 

Dr. Kempster visited Burope after the 
publication of the report, and it was printed 
in London in the English, German, and 
French languages there, and copies of it 
were sent dy registered mail in separate 
packages from the London postoffices to the 
ezar, to the heads of each of the departments 
of the government, and to the governors of 
the provinces. 

“ Every one of these 2 2 said Dr. 
Kempster, “incliding the one sent to the 
czar, was returned to — London postoffice 
stamped ‘ Forbidden.’ 


Russia’s Passport System. 

“To understand the situation correctly,” 
said Dr. Kempster, “ you must know that no 
Jew, Gentile, or Greek can leave one city 
in Russia and go to another either in that 
or any other province without a special per- 
mit in writing.“ 

As one of many instances coming under 
Dr. Kempster’s observation he relates that 
while in Moscow he was appealed to for pro- 
tection by a beautiful Jewess who had re- 
ceived notice that she must quit Russia with- 
in twenty-four hours or report to the pristav 
for a yellow ticket, the protection ticket 
which is issued to a disreputable woman by 
the Russian government, and which permits 
them to live in a certain restricted area in 
all large cities. ©

The final scene of the first act de- 
picts the massacre. The second and third 
acts show respectively a graveyara In Kishi- 
neff and a street scene in America. The lov- 
ers are married in the last act, anda tableau 
shows the statue of liberty and a figure of 
Uncle Sam blessing a gathering of Jews 
under the inscription, Tou are welcome to 
the land of freedom.” 

The play will be repeated tonight, Friday, 
Saturday, and Sunday nights, and a liberal 
percentage of the proceeds will be devoted to 
the Jewish sufferers.

Massacres Feared in Roumania, Poland, 
and Lithuania, Where Agitators 
Openly Counsel Bloodshed. 


BUCHAREST, May 20.—Anti-Semitic agi- 
tators are to pe. found everywhere in Rou- 
mania, in, Po „And Lithuania, and scenes 
similar to those enacted at Kishineff are 
feared. It is said that anti-Semitic outbreaks 
will surely occur at the end of May. At 
Fokshani a woman named Titza Pavelescu 
has assumed the leadership of the Jew baiters 
and is publishing an anti-Semitic paper in- 
citing to riots and bloodshed.

“It appears from the testfmony that in 
1900 the Manistee and Ludington manu- 
facturers, in connection with the Chicago 
shippers, forced the western railroads to 
grant the same through rate via Chicago to 
all western territory that had been in effect 
via Milwaukee and other lake porta. Since 
that time the Michigan railroads, which are 
interested in the salt fields near Detroit and 
Saginaw, have sought to neutralize the ad- 
vantages which naturally belong to Chicago, 
and have insisted on making the same 
through rates to western points from De- 
troit and Saginaw which are in effect from 
Manistee and Ludington, notwithstanding 
the distance is from 200 to 300 miles greater.

Man with Skeleton Key Enters Room of 
rs.

But the Italians were suspicious and 
refused to allow Bassini, who speaks seven 
languages, to enter their councils. How- 
ever, he discovered their counterfeiting 
plant, found where themoney was made, and 
who owned the molds. The Italians then be- 
came aroused to a high, pitch of suspicion 
and moved their bogus money plant. 

When Bassini entered the sleeping quar- 
ters in the basement that night he was 
atqbped and accused of being a spy. One 
of the Italians sprang at him, and, holding 
him by the throat, pressed the point.of a 
stiletto against his neck. Bassini denied 
strenuously that he was a spy, and th 
he says, Nicolisi ordered that he be rei 
and asked all those present to drink to bet- 
ter friendship. 

Bassini drank,’ and from that moment, he 
says, became unconscious. How long he 
remained drugged he does not remember, 
but he says he awoke in a room where he 
was held prisoner. He pleaded with the 
Italians to let him go to a doctor, and after 
some Se them that he was not 
a spy. 

Bassini was allowed to go, and after a 
day recovered from the effects of the drugs. 
Instead of remaining away from the 7 
Bassini pretended to forgive e 
returned to resume his spying. 

Story of the Raid. 

The raid yesterday was carefully 3 
Bassini had learned that the molds and 
metal were being moved from house to house, 
and the secret service men who had been 
working on the case, even before the arrest 
of D’ Andrea, made ready for the raid as soon 
as they learned of the treatment of Bassini 
by the gang.

THREE TRACTION CONDITIONS. 

‘There are three things to be determined 
by the council before it renews the grant of 
privileges to the traction “companies. 

The firet is the precise form of words to 
be ‘used in the ordinances to establish the 
fact that under no conceivable circum- 

tance can the right of occupancy of the 
streets by the companies last beyond 1923 
without an express grant by the council of 
that year. Captious critics of the Mueller 
law say that under the Trautmann amend- 
ment the companies may be given a right of 
indeterminate occupancy after 1908. Real- 
ly, the council cannot, under the Mueller 
| law, grant privileges for more than twenty 
years. There is no alderman who wishes to 
make a longer grant. Tar Trisuns, at 
least, which has always advocated the 
twenty years’ limitation, would not ask the 
aldermen to lengthen it if they had the 
power. Yet, in view of what has been said 
by anti-Mueller law men, the extension or- 
dinances should contain language which 
eannot be misconstrued by courts or law- 
yers setting forth that the right of occu- 
pancy of the companies ceases peremptorily 
twenty years hence unless renewed at that 
time. 
‘thihg to be determined is 
the compensation to be paid by the 
companies. Itmay be of various kinds. 
It may consist partly in a reduction 
of fares. It may take the shape of an 
agreement by the companies to pave the 
streets they occupy from curb to curb, to 
keep them in repair, and to sweep and 
sprinkle them, The ‘companies may be re- 
quired to give every passenger a seat or 
collect no fares from those who are not 
given seats, or they may be required to pre- 
sent a bouquet to every female passenger 
cigaret to every male passenger. The 
council may impose all kinds of inipossible 
and ridiculous conditions which no com- 
pany can meet or should be asked to meet. 
There is one form of com tion which

Old Tom 
Cottts, whose own mother had been a scullery 
maid of the name of Elizabeth Sarky, after 
losing his first wife, the mother of Sophia 
Coutts, contracted a second marriage with 
Miss Harriet Mellon, a well known actress, 
to whom, on dying, he bequeathed his entire 
fortune, making no provision for his daugh-

It is probable that on succeeding to the 
Coutts property he will take steps to estab- 
lish his claim to the exceedingly ancient and 
long dormant baronies of Scales and o tat 
mer, to which his mother and her elder sister, 
Mrs. Trevanion, were coheiresses with Lady 
Burdett-Coutts. In such cases it is usual 
to permit a peerage to remain dormant until 
all the coheiresses save one have died, and 
then the peerage is only called out of abey- 
ance in the event of the deceased coheir- 
esses having left no children. Some aston 
ishment was aroused at the time of the ele- 
vation of Angela Burdétt-Coutts to the peer- 
age in her own right, some thirty years ago, 
that she should not have assumed the title 
of Baroness Latimer or of Lady Scales, but 
of course this would have been strenuously

While the commiteemen did not eat with 
the keen appetite shown by some of the 
prisoners, they were sufficiently considerate 
of the feelings of their host, Sheriff Bar- 
rett, to declare that the food was good, and 
the cooking first class.
